"The raxfio elai5sfe HEat VS&e'is peace all over the country 
and that the young silitaryaen have everything tader control. 
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The announceaents add that the new Republic regiaae is ruling the country 
and that tikis will be a good system to lead the country towards progress 
and economic indpendence e *he start has been good and the end will be 
good too. It is a pleasure to see democratic regime in the country. 
The people should work hard and be honest and sincere. The uprise has 
been successful and will be successful. People should respect the 
military government rules and maintain peace and discipline and should 
refrain from group and party aeetings etc. Military is in full pwer 
and people be assured of peace and order. 

Radio added that so far radios Vienna, France-Press, 
and All India Radio have announced the news* Rumors are that some 
people hav« been killed last night in the palace, Defasazang, and new 
city area. The royal f&isily is under arrest, and that tonight soae 
isoortant announcement will be made.
